Here In Idaho, plenty ol tbe.se ofricc-seek- 
ciB me busy right now. handlnfi out promises 
to political hacks, some ot whom control only 
a handful of voles. These prnml.ses mean Jobs 
and favors al the taxpayers' cxpen.se. 

With another election coming up. It nilglil 
be well to call Idaho's atlenllon to what has 
happened In Maryland. 

From 1020 to 1040, state spending In Mary- 
land Increased 500 per cent. Since then 
things have been different. In lfH3 the ori- 
ginal budget was reduced alnio.sl a Ihlrd, 
Stale Income Lax reductions .saved taxpay- 
ers $12. 000,0 00; slate ptopctty taxes vjcvC 
lowered S3, 000,000; other savings amounLs to 
$],G0O,O0O. 

How come? 

Three years ago Maryland citizens or- 
ganized a "public expenditure council." Mem- 
bers Keep an eye on public spending, and 
_^meet with state, county and municipal of- 
ficers to talk over budgets and taxes. It lake.s 
time and attention, but it pays off in lower 
taxes, and a more alert and responsible gov- 
ernment. 

Publlc-splrlletl clUiens ol Idaho can do the 
same thing if they will take the trouble. 
■When they do so, they exercise not the 
American's "great privilege of choosing hl.s 
rulers," as Justice Reed rather carelessly Knld 
In the recent supreme court poll tax decision, 
but the great privilege ol selecting his public 
servants and holding them atrlctly account- 
able for their stewardship, 

Are the people ot Idaho ready to n.ssumc 
that responsibility? 



TAFT CRITICIZES CONFUSION 

Senator Taft of Ohio voiced about the same 
opinion we expressed the other day when he 
told the military affairs committeo that al- 
though the' selective service act was passed 
three yeai/s ago, "the entire draft situation 
Is Just as muddled, Just as confused as ever." 

The senator favors a "long-range" draft 
program with ' permanent classification 
groups — a plan that will be "stuck to, once 
adopted, so those affected can plan their 
lives accordingly." 

He accuses manpower officials of "confus- 
ing every person in the country between the 
ages of 18 and 38 , . . and playing fast and 
loose with the existence of American men 
and their- families." 

There is logic to his statement that It's 
"utterly ridiculous" at this stage of the war 
to have married men saying goodbye to their 
families, giving up their Jobs and selllng thelr 
businesses only to be told the next day It's all 
a mistake. 

Although his proposal brought out the 
comforting assurance that the army has 
reached Its quota, the navy soon will, and 
from then on lt will be nothing but a matter 
of replacements, that does not necessarily 
mean ah end to nil the contusion unless some 
clear-cut policy Is adopted. 

Nothing should hinder our military forces 
from beUig brought to peak strength. But 
there is a big job to be done on the home 
front as well. Recent mass Inductions In 
themselves have had a serloua ctlcct on ci- 
vilian lifo. In many important lines, employ- 
ment has become acute as a result. Under 
these circumstances, it only makes the* prob- 
lem more difficult It those who are expected 
to carry on the work at home are kept in 
a state ot litters.
